Summer  Tours  Go  To  Europe,  Southeast  U.  S.,  West  Indies 


Costs  of  planned  summer  ed- 
ucational tours  sponsored  by  the 
Department  of  Social  Sciences  at 
Northwestern  State  College  were 
announced  recently  by  Dr.  Yvon- 
ne Phillips,  department  head. 

This  will  be  the  seventeenth 
tour  of  the  United  States  and  the 
fourth  European  tour  sponsored 
by  the  college. 

A  feature  of  the  tour  of  South- 
east United  States  will  be  an 
optional  extension  to  the  West 
Indies,     departing     from     Miami. 


Cost  of  the  U.  S.  tour,  according 
to  Dr.  Phillips,  will  be  $338  and, 
with  the  West  Indies  extension, 
$673.  Cost  of  the  West  Indies 
tour  alone  is  $376  with  no  college 
credit  allowed. 

The  Eurof>ean  tour  begins  Aug. 
1  with  a  return  date  of  Aug.  22. 
The  tour  of  Southeastern  United 
States  begins  Aug.  6  and  con- 
tinues  until   Aug.  28. 

The  inclusive  cost  of  the 
European  tour  will  be  $898,  from 


New  York  City.  This  tour  in- 
cludes London,  Paris,  Geneva, 
Milan,  Florence,  Rome,  Nice, 
Madrid,  Avila,  Toledo,  and  Lis- 
bon. 

A  special  feature  of  the  tours, 
according  to  Dr.  Phillips,  is  that 
no  group  minimum  is  required 
for  departure.  Six  semester  hours 
of  undergraduate  or  graduate 
credit  can  be  offered  to  tour 
participants  through  special  ar- 
rangement  with   the    College.

Coker  has  been  clocked  in  9.7 
in  the  100-yard  dash,  and  Grod- 
jinovsky has  stepped  off  the  440- 
yard  run  in  49.0.  The  Demon 
mile  relay  team  of  Grodjinovsky,
